A “SAD and lonely” man from 
North Weald has been jailed for six 
years for attempting to groom chil¬ 
dren and sharing indecent images 
online. 

Barry Gooderham, 51, formerly of 
Hawks Hill, was sentenced last Fri¬ 
day (May 12) at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, having previously pleaded 
guilty to 18 charges, all of which 
took place in Harlow. 

The court heard police raided his 
home on December 1, 2015 and 
uncovered chat logs dating as far as 
back as January 2014, in which he 
encouraged what are purported to 
be teenage girls to perform sex acts 
and send him indecent photo¬ 
graphs. 

He later admitted three charges of 
attempting to cause a girl aged 13 to 
15 years old to engage in sexual 
activity. 

The charges all relate to attempts 


as the victims have never been 
traced and their ages cannot be veri¬ 
fied. 

He also pleaded guilty to five 
counts of distributing indecent 
images indecent images of chil¬ 
dren and nine counts of making 
hundreds of images of children. 

Gooderham also admitted one 
charge of attempting to meet a 
girl under 16 after grooming. 

Filmed 

A movie and stills of a 13-year- 
old he had filmed himself were 
among the material he distrib¬ 
uted among three other men. 

Referring to Gooderham’s 
chat logs, judge Peters said: “To 
say they were utterly disgust¬ 
ing, repugnant, vile things to 
read would be to understate it 
considerably.” 

Emma Nash, prosecuting, 
said Dooderham arranged to 
meet someone he thought was a

Trading Standards 
seize overseas cigs 


save little Raleigh’s life 

Brave young cancer patient has just a 1% chance of survival

A MUM and dad have quit their jobs 
and moved to Mexico to help their 
seven-year-old daughter receive life¬ 
saving treatment. 

Kaleigh Lau attended Harlow 
Chinese School but the family’s life 
was put in jeopardy in April last year 
when she was diagnosed with a deadly 
DIPG (diffuse intrinsic pontine 
glioma) brain tumour. 

The NHS does not provide treat¬ 
ment or funding as the number of 
sufferers (40 per year) “does not justify 
the huge costs”, according to her fath¬ 
er Scott Lau, 41. 

But despite Kaleigh being given just 
a one per cent chance of surviving, the 
family have sold assets and dropped 
everything to provide specialist treat¬ 
ment in Mexico, with each round cost¬ 
ing £13,000. 

Scott’s cousin Vincent Lau, 42, of 
Chenies Green, Bishop’s Stortford, 
said: “There is no cure and doctors 
cannot operate due to the location of 
the tumour. 

Radiotherapy 

“The only treatment is radiother¬ 
apy, which is a palliative treatment 
developed over 30 years ago and there 
has been no development due to lack of 
funding. 

“She was doing remarkably well 
through 2016 but at the beginning of 
this year things took a turn for the 
worst. 

“The tumour started to grow and 
radiotherapy and other medicines 
have not helped to stop her condition 
deteriorating. 

“Day-by-day Kaleigh is getting 
worse, her eyes have not recovered and 
she is seeing double, she is still able to 
walk but getting very unbalanced.” 

Scott, his wife Yang and younger son 
Carson have now travelled thousands 
of miles away from their Woodford 
Green home and their family are hold¬ 
ing a fundraiser in Roydon for them. 

Vincent has organised The Great 
Essex Leg Wax in Kaleigh’s honour 
and 25 men will push through the pain 
barrier to raise money at Emery 
Rogers Hair and Beauty Salon in Roy¬ 
don this Sunday. 


He said: “Unfortunately there is 
nothing else the UK can offer Kaleigh, 
so the family has made the life chan¬ 
ging decision to drop their life and go 
to Mexico. 

“There is a new intra-arterial (IA) 
chemotherapy treatment that seems to 
be promising to children with this 
condition. 

“It comes as no surprise this is 
going to a very expensive trip, but 
understandably Scott and his wife are 
prepared to do whatever it takes to 
save their daughter’s life.” 

Vincent added: “We are just a bunch 
of Essex lads who have grown up with 
Scott or have had the pleasure to work 
with him. 

“This is why we are all taking part 


in The Great Essex Leg Wax. To bring 
awareness to DIPG and the lack of 
funding and options in the UK but also 
to raise funds Kaleigh.” 

Scott told the Harlow Star in Octo¬ 
ber the family were desperately seek¬ 
ing treatment options for his daughter, 
who was born in Princess Alexandra 
Hospital in Harlow. 

Daughter 

Both Scott and his wife studied in 
Harlow and are known to many in the 
town. 

The average time for survival after 
DIPG diagnosis is nine months. 

Astronaut Neil Armstrong lost his 
daughter Karen to the condition in 
1962, but treatment has hardly pro¬ 


gressed since. 

Vincent said the family has cur¬ 
rently spent £17,750 from the first 
round of IA treatment, accommoda¬ 
tion, flights and other costs. 

They now need to raise £13,000 for 
the next round of IA treatment and 
£12,000 for immunotherapy, making 
fundraising events such as the leg wax 
more important. 

They have currently reached £8,500 
but hope to raise £10,000 in donations.

MORE than 60,000 foreign label cigarettes were 
seized by Trading Standards in Harlow town 
centre.

nine-year-old girl, who in fact turned out to 
be another “middle-aged man”. 

“That was never going to take place, but 
clearly Mr Gooderham didn’t know that,” 
she added. 

Anthony Abell, for the defence, passed 
a handwritten letter from Gooderham’s 
mother to judge Emma Peters during the 
hearing. 

He said: “He worked with stroke 
patients as a nurse for over five years and 
has also worked for a long time for St 
John Ambulance Service.” 

Married 

Gooderham was also involved in foster 
care for vulnerable children in the past 
and was married for about 20 years with 
children aged 21 and 19 years old. 

Mr Abell added: “His father died six or 
so years ago and he took that very, very 
badly indeed. Within a year of that, his 


wife with whom he had a functional 
relationship, announced she was bored 
with the marriage, she had been 
unfaithful to him and was going to leave. 

“That hit him like a thunderbolt. It had 
a devastating effect on his life and 
confidence in himself as a person and he 
became very introverted. 

“He became a sad and lonely middle- 
aged man who turned to the internet and 
one thing led to another.” 

Since legal proceedings began, 
Gooderham’s car had been vandalised, a 
petrol bomb was thrown at his home and 
an investigation is underway into an 
alleged assault on him at a previous 
court hearing, Mr Abell said. 

Throughout last week’s hearing, 
Gooderham, dressed in a blue hoody, sat 
with his head bowed, before looking 
impassively at Judge Peters as she 
sentenced him to six years in prison for 
the grooming and three counts of 


attempting to cause a girl aged 13 to 15 
years old to engage in sexual activity. 

In addition to the six-year jail sentence, 
Gooderham received a combined eight 
and a half years for all to run 
concurrently for the charges relating to 
indecent images. 

Judge Peters said: “These sort of life 
events befall many people, but most 
people don’t resort to this sort of 
paedophilic offending. 

Serious 

“They are serious, and show to me you 
have a clear sexual interest in children, 
even including a baby a matter of weeks 
old. 

“For the rest of your life you will have 
the police looking over your shoulder.” 

Gooderham will also be subject to a 
Sexual Harm Prevention Order and his 
name will remain on the sexual offenders 
register indefinitely.

THE Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust will pay out a multi- 
million pound compensation 
package to a 14-year-old girl 
who was left with irreversible 
brain damage after contracting 
meningitis. 

Top judges ruled that her injur¬ 
ies were a result of negligence of a 
hard-pressed young doctor at Har¬ 
low’s Princess Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al. 

The 25-year-old medic had 
failed to take a proper medical 
history before discharging the 
girl, who was 13 months old at the 
time, with a suspected upper res¬ 
piratory tract infection. 

London’s Civil Appeal Court 
heard that the girl was left with 


learning difficulties and pro¬ 
foundly deaf and last Friday’s rul¬ 
ing (May 12) means that she is 
entitled to the compensation. 

The girl’s mother had described 
her eyes rolling into her head as 
she was rushed to hospital by 
ambulance in September 2003. 

Arrived 

Yet after she arrived in A&E, 
the doctor failed to ask an “obvi¬ 
ous question” as to why the child 
had been brought to hospital in 
the early hours of the morning. 

The relatively inexperienced 
senior house officer was aware 
that most children taken to A&E 
“are in fact well.” 

After an examination, the 
youngster was deemed to be 
“alert, active and well” and most 
likely had a minor infection. 


However, during the 25-minute 
consultation, she had failed to ask 
about the girls’ rolling eyes, 
which had been already picked up 
on by the ambulance crew. 

The youngster was discharged, 
only to return to hospital later the 
same day after her condition 
swiftly deteriorated. 

She was referred to a pediat¬ 
rician, but the medic’s negligence 
had led to a critical delay in her 
being treated with antibiotics. 

The NHS Trust accepted that 
had she been treated earlier, the 
spread of the disease would have 
been halted and she would have 
escaped injuries. 

The girl’s damages claim was 
rejected by a judge in 2015, but the 
Court of Appeal reversed that 
decision and ruled the trust was 
in fact liable. 


Lady Justice Thirlwall, sitting 
with Lord Justice Jackson and 
Mrs Justice King, said: “The con¬ 
clusion that the history taking 
was not carried out to the stand¬ 
ard to be expected of a competent 
senior house officer is inevitable. 

“I am satisfied that the doctor 
was in breach of duty and neg¬ 
ligence is established.” 

Lord Justice Jackson said: 
“History taking is a basic skill 
which hospital doctors at all 
levels are expected to possess. 


“The fact that the girl’s eyes had 
been rolling and uncoordinated 
was the event that precipitated 
the hospital visit. The ambulance 
staff picked this up.” 

He added: “I must acknowledge 
that junior hospital doctors work 
long hours under considerable 
pressure. 

“They are often involved in life 
and death decisions. The pres¬ 
sures can be even greater when 
they are working all night, as the 
doctor was here. 


“If mistakes are made, it is dev¬ 
astating for the patient and it is 
expensive for the NHS trust. 

“Doctors, however, are human. 
Even good and conscientious doc¬ 
tors may, from time to time, fall 
short.” 

Giving encouragement to juni¬ 
or doctors, he added: “That is not 
a reason to lose heart, or even 
worse, to abandon medical prac¬ 
tice. Those who have learnt from 
past mistakes often have even 
more to offer.” 
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A First Class Flower Show at Hylands House 
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Hospital took measures 
to prevent cyber-attack 


PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital (PAH) 
in Harlow shut down its computer 
networks as a precaution after a 
cyber attack affected 16 NHS 
organisations across the country. 

However PAH was not directly 
affected by the original cyber attack 
and is only acting a precaution. 

A spokeswoman at PAH said: “I 
can confirm we have not been 
affected by the cyber attack. As a 
precaution some of our networks and 
systems were taken offline to protect 
our systems.” 

The spokeswoman did not know 
whether patients who would 
normally be sent to A&E at Lister 
Hospital in Stevenage would be sent 
instead to Harlow as part of the 
support being offered by the trust. 

An NHS spokeswoman has 
confirmed that no patient data was 
believed to have been taken in the 
cyber attack that left hospitals telling 
people to stay away from A&E. 

She said: A spokeswoman said: “At 


this stage we do not have any 
evidence that patient data has been 
accessed. We will continue to work 
with affected organisations to 
confirm this. 

“NHS digital is working closesly 
with the National Cyber Security 
Centre, the Department of Health 
and NHS England to support affected 
organisations and to recommend 
appropriate mitigations. 

Targeted 

“This attack was not specifically 
targeted at the NHS and is affecting 
organisations from across a range of 
sectors.” 

Meanwhile Health secretary 
Jeremy Hunt is facing questions over 
how the systems were left so 
apparently poorly defended. 

The Government Digital Service 
(GDS), set up by David Cameron, 
decided not to extend a £5.5 million 
one-year support deal with Microsoft 
for Windows XP. 


Teenager who had no 
licence to face a judge 


THE fate of a teenager who led police 
on a 20-minute car chase after he had 
been smoking cannabis will be 
decided by a crown court judge. 

Matt Smith, 19, of Old House Lane, 
Harlow, did not have a driving 
licence when he sped away from 
police at more than 60mph in a 
40mph limit in Waltham Cross. 

Stevenage Magistrates’ Court 
heard on Wednesday, May 10, that in 
the early hours of February 26, Smith 
was spotted by police driving his 
Nissan Micra with three passengers. 

Prosecutor Mark Fleckney said: 
“The officers drove up towards the 
vehicle which then began to move off 
at speed. 

“It went through a set of red lights 
at Lea Road and it was travelling at 


60mph along Eleanor Cross Road, 
which is a 40 limit. 

“The Micra then went onto the 
A121 and reached the roundabout 
with the M25. He then led the traffic 
officers in a pursuit onto the M25.” 

After a 20-minute chase, the 
officers forced the Micra into the 
central reservation and arrested 
Smith. 

At the hearing, Smith pleaded 
guilty to driving dangerously, 
without insurance or a licence, and 
driving while under the influence of 
cannabis. 

He will be sentenced at St Albans 
Crown Court on June 9 and has been 
disqualified from driving for six 
months, or until another sentence is 
passed.

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Airport college 

Pioneering Stansted project will be UK’s first

AN £11 million technical skills 
college could be built at Stansted 
Airport in a joint project with 
Harlow College. 

A planning application has 
been submitted for the two-story 
campus which could train more 
than 500 students through train¬ 
eeships and apprenticeships. 

Focusing primarily on science 
and mathematics (STEM) sub¬ 
jects, the building would open in 
autumn 2018. 


It would be the first college of 
its kind in any airport and 
designed to supplement the 
courses offered by the education 
centre in Velizy Avenue, Harlow. 

Innovative 

Karen Spencer, principal of 
Harlow College, said: “We are 
delighted to be working with 
Stansted Airport on this innov¬ 
ative new project. 

“We firmly believe genuine 
partnerships between employers 
and education can help young 
people make informed choices 


about their future. 

“By working alongside 
Stansted’s business partners we 
can provide young people and 
adults with the right skills to give 
them great careers, whether it be 
in aviation, engineering, hospit¬ 
ality or business.” 

There are a reported 13,000 
vacancies in engineering and 
advanced manufacturing in 
Essex.

Dealer’s bid to 
dump drugs as 
police closed in 

Cannabis and cocaine thrown in street

A JURY has returned a guilty 
verdict for a Harlow drug 
dealer who had admitted selling 
cannabis but denied dealing 
cocaine. 

Furruchi Tong, 31, appeared 
before Chelmsford Crown Court 
having been charged with pos¬ 
session of cocaine with intent to 
supply. 

Possession 

At an earlier stage in the trial, 

Tong, of Lower Meadows, told the 
jury he had already pleaded guilty 
to possession of cannabis with 
intent to supply. 

The court heard that on May 25, 

2016, Tong had been arrested fol¬ 
lowing a chase with police in 
Bowhill Way, Harlow. 

Tong had attempted to discard 
several bags of cannabis and 
cocaine by throwing them as he 
ran up the street. 

When police searched the flat 



Chelmsford Crown Court 


where Tong had been staying, 
they discovered weighing scales, 
small bags to store the drugs and 
£1,980 in cash. 

The property, on Hodings Road, 
was that of his ex-partner. 

Tong told the court he was a 
cocaine addict who ingested one 
to two grams of the substance on a 
daily basis. 

While giving evidence, he also 
told the jury he was a cannabis 
dealer, but maintained the 


cocaine in his possession when 
arrested was for personal use. 

During the case, prosecutor 
Karl Volz said: “Might it just be 
that he had ‘deal-able’ amount of 
cannabis and cocaine on him. 
Might it be that he was dealing not 
just cannabis but cocaine? 

“That’s why he had the 
amounts on him and why he had 
so much cash.” 

Defending Tong, Tom Cockroff 
told the court how his client came 
to use cocaine after the death of 
his grandfather in 2014. 

Mr Cockroff also explained 
Tong kept the cocaine in precise 
doses in small bags to monitor his 
use. 

Unanimous 

But the jury returned a unan¬ 
imous guilty verdict shortly after 
retiring. 

Tong, who has been remanded 
in custody, will next appear at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to be 
sentenced in the week commen¬ 
cing May 26.

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Activist disrupts 
Tory’s road rally 

Challenge from gay rights campaigner

A GAY rights campaigner disrup¬ 
ted Robert Halfon’s general elec¬ 
tion campaign in a protest against 
the politician voting against same 
sex marriage. 

As the Parliamentary Conser¬ 
vative candidate for Harlow ral¬ 
lied in his usual spot by the A414 
on Thursday, May 11, Activist 
Freya Liiv pointed at him with a 
sign reading “votes against gay 
rights”. 

In 2013 Mr Halfon, as Harlow 
MP, voted against a bill to allow 
marriage rather than civil part¬ 
nerships for same sex couples. 
According to the protester, he 
moved on shortly after the 
exchange. 

Miss Liiv, 28, of Potter Street, 
Harlow, is engaged to partner 
Shelley and said she would not be 
getting married soon if the bill 
had not been passed. 

She said: “Gay marriage is one 


of the issues I am more passionate 
about and I wanted to make sure 
people knew that Mr Halfon had 
voted against it. This was both 
against the Conservative policy 
and I believe against the wants of 
his constituency.” 

She added: “At first he didn’t 
acknowledge me but after Shelley 
took our photo to try and make 
more people aware using social 
media Mr Halfon packed his 
things up and left. 

Constituents 

“I believe he said something but 
I could not hear him over the 
traffic. I stated that I only wanted 
an MP who represented their con¬ 
stituents and that it was an issue 
close to my heart.” 

Miss Liiv said she is not usually 
a protester but would not hesitate 
to return to his pitch outside the 
Shell garage if he was to return. 

Mr Halfon said in response: “I 
wish them well and it is good to be 
challenged. That is what having 


an election is all about. 

“My priorities for Harlow 
remain the same. 

“These are: Building an even 
better Harlow, cutting the cost of 
living, championing apprentice¬ 
ships, protecting our NHS and 
making sure Brexit means 
Brexit.” 

After the 2013 vote Mr Halfon 
said he received abuse on social 
media. 

He said at the time: “I’ve spent a 
lot of time finding out what my 
constituents want and exploring 
the pros and cons of gay marriage 
before making my decision. There 
is respect for civil partnerships - 
and the rights that civil partner¬ 
ships convey. 

“However, I also believe that 
people of religious faiths have 
rights too and that therefore, soci¬ 
ety should not attempt to redefine 
marriage in a way that will most 
likely have profound - and pos¬ 
sibly unintended - implications 
for faith institutions.”

Ukip man

youth and community, spoke as 
part of the Star’s #MyVote 
campaign to encourage young 
people to vote. 

She said: “It is important 
because young people have a low 
turnout and (because of this) 


politicians are more likely to 
respond to older people. 

“If you do not use your vote 
you do not have a say. In the 
referendum last year the turnout 
was much lower for young 
people. 


In the 1992 

general election 75.4 per cent of 
18 to 24 year olds voted but in 
2015, only 44.3 per cent took the 
opportunity. 

The figure rose to a more 
encouraging 64 per cent for the 
EU Referendum. 


Miss Toal continued: “It is 
important to have your say. If 
you don’t use your voice you lose 
it. 

“(We are seeing) more 
discussion around pension 
schemes than issues affecting 
young people.” 

Nishall Garala, founder of 
online campaign Big Up Harlow, 


said: “I do believe young people 
should be voting, they are the 
future generation and should 
have a say. 

“If they are involved now they 
can make better decisions later 
in life.” 

The general election is on 
Thursday, June 8 but you will not 
be able to vote if you have not 


registered beforehand. 

You can register online at 
www.gov.uk/register-to-vote 

You can also vote by post. The 
required form can be 
downloaded from the same 
website and needs to be returned 
by 5pm on Tuesday (May 23). 

Our reporter Conor Gogarty, 


23, who launched #MyVote last 
week, said: “Issues which affect 
the young, like housing benefit 
haven’t featured much in pre¬ 
election campaigns. 

“But why would politicians 
pander to us if we’re not voting? 
Until we do in greater numbers 
our issues are always going to be 
less of a priority than pensions.”

Corbyn rightly 
against bombs 

THERE are many issues at stake 
in the forthcoming general 
election. No doubt it will be 
dominated by domestic policies, 
with foreign affairs taking a 
back seat as usual. But the world 
is in a parlous state, with, among 
many other problems, 
apparently unending conflicts, in 
particular in the Middle East, 
having global and local 
repercussions. How the UK can 
contribute to putting an end to 
these conflicts should be high on 
the agenda. It will not be by 
cosying up to US President 
Trump, with his belligerent and 
erratic outbursts, as Boris 
Johnson has done. His statement 
that the UK could join any US 
military action against Syria 
without parliamentary approval 
is outrageous and rightly 
prompted an outcry from 
politicians from across the 
spectrum. The idea that 
provoking Russia by bombing its 
ally, Assad’s Syria, will help to 
stop the killing in that benighted 
country, is beyond madness. 
Indeed, the belief that bombing 
anyone makes us safer should 
have been discredited at least 


since 9/11. Yet he was not 
repudiated by Theresa May. 

Impossible though it may 
seem, the ultimate solution in 
Syria can only be a political one. 
Jeremy Corbyn is absolutely 
right to oppose bombing and 
emphasise the role of diplomacy. 
He must say it more loudly, and 
more often, until it is really 
heard and understood by the 
nation. This is not being “weak 
on defence”. On the contrary, 
working constructively for 
conflict resolution is a strength 
not a weakness. A foreign policy 
based on this approach should be 
an election winner for any 
thinking person.

■ WELFARE CUTS 

We all pay one 
way or another 

HARLOW Conservative MP 
Robert Halfon has claimed that 
the “most vulnerable” have been 
protected from his government’s 
welfare cuts. The evidence belies 
this claim. 

In 2014 the Harlow Star 
reported a 39 per cent increase 
in the theft of food from shops 
and a 67 per cent increase in 
referrals to Harlow Foodbank. 

There were 5,716 children 
living in poverty in Harlow in 
2015, according to an analysis by 
End Child Poverty. This is 24.5 
per cent of the children of the 
town. The Institute for Fiscal 
Studies calculates that the 
number of children in poverty in 
the UK will have risen from 2.3 
to 3.6 million by 2020 as a direct 
result of tax and benefit 
decisions made since 2010. 

Figures produced by the 
Trussell Trust showed that in 
2015-16 its food banks gave out 
enough food to feed more than 


1.1 million people. A report by 
the All Party Parliamentary 
Group suggested that the true 
scale of hunger in the UK could 
be far greater, as more than half 
of emergency food is supplied by 
independent food banks and 
other organisations not covered 
by the Trussell Trust’s figures. 

People who cannot work 
because of illness are being 
found “fit for work” and having 
their benefits stopped. Some 
have died before their appeal is 
heard. 

Housing benefit cuts are 
forcing people with young 
children to leave London - a 
process Boris Johnson referred 
to as “social cleansing”. 

Last month the government 
cut the long-term rate of 
Employment and Support 
Allowance, which is paid to 
those unable to work for health 
reasons, by £30 per week. It is 
now £73 per week. 

In the forthcoming general 
election we will have the 
opportunity to reject the misery 
and social division foisted upon 
us by Halfon and May, and 
embrace the politics of 
prosperity, fairness, and justice 
offered by the Labour Party of 
Jeremy Corbyn. I suggest that 
we all take that opportunity and 
vote for Phil Waite to be our next 
MP.

■ THINGS TO DO 

Discover town 
treasures 

HARLOW has its unknown 
treasures. Two of them were 
brought together on Thursday 
last week at Harlow Playhouse. 

Tucked away at the North-East 
of Harlow is the Gibberd Garden, 
the extraordinary hideaway of 
the man who shaped all our lives 
as Harlow people living in this 
town as our “Master Planner”. 
That unique wild garden is the 
first hidden treasure, left by him 
to the people of Harlow when he 
died back in 1984, preserved by a 
team of dedicated volunteers, 
and open to all of us. 

The second hidden treasure is 
the Harlow-based performing 
group called Razed Roof, which 
brings together people with a 
range of learning and other 
disabilities, and others, and 
creates dramatic productions. 
This time the production was 
called “Unfolding”, part of the 
string of events happening in 
Harlow to mark the 70 years 
since the New Town was 
initiated, and Sir Freddie was 
appointed as “consultant 
architect planner”. It set out to 
share the story of Sir Freddie’s 
garden, which he shaped, 
alongside his town, for the rest 
of his life. 

It did it through a series of 
performed interpretations of 
some of the works of art 
scattered around the garden. Not 


just works of art in the normal 
sense - one of the most striking 
sections was the one about the 
giant hogweed that flourishes in 
the garden, and needs to be 
treated with extreme caution. 

There were songs, there were 
dances, there were comic 
interludes. It was enormous fun, 
and at times strangely moving. If 
the idea of bringing together 
such a varied group of people 
sounds like a worthy activity to 
be endured rather than enjoyed, 
think again. This really was one 
of the most enjoyable 
experiences I have had at the 
Playhouse in many years. 

This was a one-off 
performance at the Playhouse - 
but you still might have another 
chance of seeing Unfolding, this 
time in the actual setting of the 
Gibberd Garden, alongside the 
actual works of art in the garden 
(you could see the giant hogweed 
too - though don’t touch it!) 

That will be on the afternoon 
of Sunday, May 21. But there is 
only room for a very small 
attendance at this Promenade 
Performance. I’ve booked 
already, and am looking forward 
to it. 

But if you can’t get a ticket, a 
version of the last Razed Roof 
production, about the sinking of 
the Lusitania, is available on 
YouTube, and perhaps that 
might happen with Unfolding too 
- it certainly deserves it.

It's utter chaos when I'm 
in the kitchen with dad! 


T ILLY Ramsay is only 15 
and already has her own 
TV show and cookbook, 
but she's still not in 
charge of the kitchen at 
home. In fact, when it comes to 
doing the washing-up, she says: 
“I try, but mum always says, 
'You're doing it wrong' then she 
takes over!" 

Youngest daughter of sweary, 
hot-headed celebrity chef 
Gordon Ramsay, 50, and former 
school teacher turned cookery 
book writer Tana, 41, Tilly's 
Kitchen Takeover is her first 
book and combines recipes from 
Tilly's CBBC series, Matilda And 
The Ramsay Bunch. 

It's been designed for 
complete cookery begin¬ 
ners, whether they're kids 
or not, so don't expect the 
pages strewn with Michelin 
star-worthy dishes - this is 
food Tilly-style, with only 
the occasional practical hint 
from her dad (who appar¬ 
ently doesn't swear at 
home) woven into the book. 

"My dad wasn't overly 
involved, he just helped me with 
a few things. There were a few 
recipes I couldn't quite nail, and 
I said, 'What would you do? How 
would you improve this?' and he 
really helped me there, but he 
wasn't pushing me to do any of 
his stuff," explains Tilly, who lives 
in London and California. "I 
would come to him for help, 
instead of him coming and 
telling me what to do." 

It's just as well they didn't 
create the book together; when

they do join 

forces in the kitchen, things can 
get out of hand. "I'd say it's utter 
chaos when we're together. 
There's a lot of mess, we're very 
loud together, we sing, we have a 
lot of fun, we boss each other 
around." 

"I once told him to, 'Please get 
out of my kitchen!"' says Tilly 
with a grin. "He nearly made me 
set stuff on fire because he was 
distracting me. I shut the door 
and just said, 'Excuse me!"' 

Tilly started in the kitchen 
when she was still tiny, chipping 


in when her parents made 
dinner, and that hasn't stopped. 

"It's funny seeing where 
I've come from," 
she admits, 
considering how 
she's progressed 
from helping her 
mum ice 
cupcakes aged 
four, to becoming 
a teen cookbook 
writer and 
independently 
creating tiered 
rainbow cakes 



with multicoloured sponges. 

"I've practised so much," says 
Tilly, and despite criticisms of 
nepotism, it is difficult to knock 
her work ethic. 

Summer holidays are spent 
filming The Ramsay Bunch, 
while Tilly fits in TV appear¬ 
ances, recipe writing and book 
commitments around school. 

"It's really easy to manage 
because my mum makes sure I 
do my school work," she 
explains. 

And anyway, filming in Las 
Vegas, yoga paddleboarding and 
training with Cirque du Soleil, 
isn't exactly painful. 

"I think of it as fun," says Tilly, 
who has grown used to being on 
telly - from appearing on The 
Late Late Show with her dad and 
lames Corden, to cooking her 
All-American Chilli on This 
Morning ("Phillip and Holly 
liked it!"). 

"The first few times I did it, it's 
obviously quite scary, but now I 
know it's good just to be myself."

I HAVE no idea how wine experts 
can taste, taste, taste all day 
long! Many of the award stickers 
you see on wines are based on 
judgments from people who have 
blind tasted wines for hours on 
end. 

It was my turn last week. Not to 
declare awards, but to pronounce 
my favourite wines out of a 
selection of over 40 bottles, their 
identities hidden by grey plastic. 

Wow, my tastebuds and senses 
were tired by the end of it. 

The team from Wines of Chile 
(winesofchile.org) organised a 
Chile Challenge and I joined over 
30 people to blind taste 41 wines 
and declare our top four 
(avoiding a couple of rogue 
non-Chilean wines!). 

Master of Wine Richard 
Hemming gave a quick outline of

Chile before we began. He 
explained that Chilean 
winemakers are being innovative 
at the moment; he suggested 
grapes to look out for are pais, 
muscat and cinsault - yes, I say, 
go and seek some! 

I know Majestic sells a decent 
pais, Morande Reserva One to 
One Pais 2016, which is £8.99 
or £6.99 in a buy six deal. It is 
similar to beaujolais in style. 

But back to the challenge. The 
overall top four Chilean wines, as 
voted for by our little blind 
tasting group, were:

The Fire Tree Sicilian 
Vermentino 2016 (£4.99, 

13% abv) has honeysuckle 
aromas together with a ripple 
of citrus. It is juicy, with 
refreshing citrus and acidity to 
taste. It's a sunshine wine. Today 
it's sunny - I'll be taking a glass 



into the garden in a minute. 

The Fire Tree Sicilian Pinot 
Grigio Sauvignon Blanc 2016, 
(£4.69, 12.5% abv) is a blend 
of pinot grigio and sauvignon 
blanc. I thought the combination 
was pretty flat to be honest, with 
the vermentino winning on the 
flavour stakes. This wine is what 
it is, chill it for a while and its 
low-key citrus and gooseberry 
vibe will be fine for a cheap 
summer wine to take to parties. 

Other wines in the range 
include The Fire Tree Sicilian 
Riserva 2013 (£7.99) and The 
Fire Tree Sicilian Nero D'Avola 
Appassimento 2016 (£4.99) 
and they're available in store 
and online (aldi.co.uk).

CHILLI (SERVES 4) 


INGREDIENTS 

1 onion, roughly chopped 
4 garlic cloves, peeled and crushed 
Drizzle of vegetable or sunflower 
oil, for frying 

450g beef or vegetarian mince 
225g tomato puree 
1 x 400g tin of chopped tomatoes 
250ml chicken, beef or vegetable 
stock 

Itbsp chilli powder 
2tsp ground cumin 
Salt and pepper 
1 x 400g tin of kidney beans 
(drained) 

Sour cream, to serve 
Grated Cheddar cheese, to serve 
Spring onions, sliced, to serve 


METHOD 

1. Drizzle the oil into a large 
saucepan and place over a 
medium-high heat. When it 
is hot, add the onion and 
garlic and cook until soft. 

2. Add the mince to the pan 
and use a wooden spatula or 
spoon to break it into smaller 
bits and keep it moving 
around the pan until it has 
all browned. 

3. Stir in the tomato puree 
and cook for about five 
minutes before pouring in 
the tinned tomatoes. Let 
them bubble together. 

4. Pour in the stock and add 


the chilli powder and ground 
cumin, then season with salt 
and pepper and give 
everything a really good stir. 

5. Bring up to the boil and 
then turn down the heat so 
the chilli is gently simmer¬ 
ing. Leave to simmer for 30 
to 40 minutes, stirring from 
time to time to check it isn't 
drying out (if it is, add a little 
more stock or water). 

6. Stir in the kidney beans 
and cook for 10 minutes until 
warmed through. 

7. Serve with sour cream, 
cheese and spring onions. 


INGREDIENTS 

2 green apples, cored 

2 red apples, cored 

2tbsp unsalted pistachios, chopped 

lOOg chocolate spread 

lOOg smooth peanut butter

KING ARTHUR: LEGEND OF 
THE SWORD (15) ★★★★★ 


Several years in the 
making, director Guy 
Ritchie's reworking 
of Arthurian legend 
is an interminable 
bore. 

A lumbering 
script, co-written by 
Joby Harold and 
Lionel Wigram, 
pickpockets 
elements of an 
origin story from the 
biblical tale of 
Moses, Robin Hood 
and the Marvel 
Comics universe, 
with an eye to 
kick-starting a multi-film mythology filled with 
familiar characters from olde worlde legend. 

Thunderous action seguences appear to have 
been reconstituted from the cutting-room floor 
of other blockbusters: rampaging giant 
elephants in battle armour in the opening 
melee look suspiciously like hulking Oliphaunts 
from The Lord Of The Rings: The Return Of The 
King, and a monstrous magical serpent slithers 
just like Lord Voldemort's pet Nagini in the 
Harry Potter franchise. 

The hero's obligatory training montage is 
rendered as a superfluous jaunt to a magical 
realm called the Darklands, where Arthur hones 
his swordsmanship against a dizzying 
menagerie of computer-generated snakes, bats, 
rats and wolves. 

It's a triumph of visually arresting yet 
soulless digital might, awash with dodgy East 
End geezers who litter Ritchie's oeuvre, 
including his revisionist take on Sherlock 
Holmes with Robert Downey Jr and Jude Law. 

Female characters are treated with casual 
disdain: reduced to witches, wenches or 
eminently expendable spouses and offspring, 
who can be slain to facilitate the flimsy plot. 

Uther Pendragon (Eric Bana), king of the 
Britons, is betrayed by his power-hungry 
brother Vortigern (Jude Law, pictured), who 
forges a deadly pact with dark sorcerer 
Mordred (Rob Knighton). 

The king is slain, but not before he can send 
his first-born son Arthur (Charlie Hunnam) 
down river to Londinium to be raised in a 
brothel. 

Flanked by mates Back Lack (Neil Maskell) 
and Wet Stick (Kingsley Ben-Adir), Arthur 
blossoms into a strapping hunk, who is 
blissfully unaware of his destiny. 

The heir apparent subseguently pulls 
Excalibur from a stone and is sentenced to 
death by Vortigern and his snarling henchman 
Mischief John (Geoff Bell). 

Thankfully, a mysterious enchantress known 
only as The Mage (Astrid Berges-Frisbey) joins 
forces with Uther's exiled general Sir Bedivere 
(Djimon Hounsou) and expert archer Goosefat 
Bill (Aiden Gillen) to save Arthur from the 
executioner's chopping block. 

King Arthur: Legend Of The Sword is 
swashbuckling tosh, hamstrung by lifeless 
performances, clunky dialogue and inert screen 
chemistry between Hunnam and 
Berges-Frisbey. 

Ritchie invigorates dull storytelling with 
trademark hyperkinetic brio and snappy 
editing, plus a throwaway cameo by David 
Beckham (replete with disfiguring facial 
make-up), who is just as wooden as the 
uprights he occasionally struck during his glory 
days with Manchester United. 

Sadly, this is two tedious and dispiriting 
hours of own goals.

S panish writer-director 
Nacho Vigalondo 
plays with madness in 
his brilliantly bonkers 
homage to Godzilla, 
which projects the 
monster-mashing mayhem 
through the lens of an offbeat 
indie romantic comedy. 

Thematically, there are faint

Predictability has been 
largely eradicated from the

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Sleeping 
beauty 


There's nothing more 
restful than a pretty 
boudoir, so here are 
some pointers to help 
you sleep in style 

I n design terms, bedrooms are 
a bit of a b, if you'll pardon the 
initial. The average standard 
size for the main bedroom in 
Britain is 3x4m, and when you 
put anything from a double 
bed size upwards into that 
space, there's not a lot of 
room left over. 

Apart from the fact that most of us 
need to have our clothes storage in 
the bedroom too, that bed is one 
enormous expanse of duvet or 
bedspread filling the eye. 

So what are the key design issues to 
take into account and how can we 
make these spaces feel warm and 
inviting without compromising on 
practicality? The things that are 
important here are the grittier issues 
of design - space planning and practi¬ 
cality; getting proportions correct. 

Where possible, don't have the door 
behind the bed [our ancestral self is 
worried about the wolves and the 
tribe down the valley attacking]. 

Head boards should provide a com¬ 
fortable rest for your back and head 
when sitting up in bed; avoid footers 
to your bed unless you like your bed¬ 
ding tucked in and you never sleep 
with your feet over the end of the mat¬ 
tress. And unless you're an exhibition¬ 
ist, don't have full mirrored wardrobe 
doors in front of the bed. You'll scare 
yourself on the way to the bathroom 
in the night. 

Built in wardrobes always take up 
less visual space and provide more 
storage than free-standing ones and 
you can go the way of the expensive 
but luxurious built in wardrobe 
system -1 rather covet this one by 
Wharfside - or cheap and cheerful as I 
did by building a simple carcass (not 
personally, you understand). 



This head board from Living It Up has enfolding wings, which don't impede access 
to a bedside table. Those lights are high enough to avoid accidental strangulation!! 


Add a rail and a few wire drawers 
sets from a well-known Swedish com¬ 
pany and Bob's your uncle. I have a 
small bedroom, with very little space, 
so have eschewed doors altogether 
and use curtains instead, with a good 
metal track so that they swish across 
easily. Oddly, they spend most of their 
time on my husband's half (or more 
accurately, eighth) of the wardrobe. 

I'd always go for carpet rather than 
hard flooring, both for comfort on bare 
feet and noise levels. I have had clients 
say they prefer hard flooring because 
carpets trap the dust, but unless you 
vacuum every day, trapped dust is bet¬ 
ter than dust being blown around. 

If you do go for hard flooring and 
add rugs, do make sure they have a 
non-slip underlay. 

Bedding can be a minefield. In order 
to give some interest to that acre of bed, 
a lot of people like patterned bedding. 
Attractive bedspreads can be easier to 
find, but most people have duvets. 

Good reasonably priced patterned 
duvet covers that work with your 
decor are hard to come by, so snap 
them up if you find them. Mind, this is 
one thing I'm a purist about (unless 
it's water and no ice in my whisky, but 
that's another article) and I want plain 
white cotton or linen bedding. 

Lighting and electrics are a big issue 
and should be considered early on in 
the design process. Making sure you 
have sockets where you need them

sounds obvious, but is very easy to 
overlook and can scupper your great 
design scheme - extension leads are 
not the best look, nor the safest. 

Think in layers of light, from rush¬ 
ing out to work on a dark winter 
morning, where strong overhead light 
means you begin to wake up, even if it 
makes you look like death in the mir¬ 
ror. So good, reasonably flattering 
lighting is important for the dressing 
table and the best is the all-round 
lighting of a classic Hollywood mirror, 
such as this one by Illuminated 
Mirrors. You can also get good backlit 
ones if this look is not for you. 

Bedside lighting is important but 
there are lots of options: wall lights; 
mini reading lights so your partner 
can sleep while you start another 
chapter; classic table lamps, two ceil¬ 
ing hung pendant lights - just make 
sure they not positioned to strangle 
you when you get out of bed in the 
night. 

For furniture, buy the best mattress, 


not necessarily the best bed, you can 
afford. If you have the space, it feels 
very generous to have two chests of 
drawers instead of standard sized 
bedside tables. If not, there are some 
wonderfully styled smaller chests. 

If you want a dressing table con¬ 
sider, using a small desk instead - 
you'll find there is greater choice. 

It's always useful to have chairs in a 
bedroom, whether it's for sitting to put 
on your socks or just as a night time 
dumping ground for clothes. There 
are some wonderful space saving gen¬ 
tlemen's valet stands available, which 
work just as well for ladies in my view! 

There are other, less tangible design 
aspects for a good night's sleep - such 
as banning televisions and, if the light 
affects you adding blackout linings to 
blinds and curtains. 

Dang, I've hardly mentioned how to 
make it look good - that may need to 
be another article. Sweet dreams.

I he house where 
1 Marilyn Monroe 
1 spent her final 
months has come on 
the market for 
$6.9m. The 
unassuming four- 
bedroom house in 
the Brentwood neighbourhood of 
Hollywood in Los Angeles was bought 
in January 1962 by the Some Like It 
Hot actress after she returned to her 


home city in a doomed bid to shake off 
substance abuse problems, depression 
and her recent divorce from play¬ 
wright Arthur Miller. 

By then Monroe had enjoyed a 
10-year career as a sex symbol and 
actress but had constantly complained 
of being under-paid by her studio 
employer, 20th Century Fox. Conse¬ 
quently, this was the only property she 
ever bought in her own name and, she 
told Life Magazine just before her 


death, the hacienda-style property at 
the end of a quiet cul-de-sac was 
designed to be her private retreat from 
the scrutiny of the world's media. She 
died of a drug overdose there in 
August 1962. 

The property, which she bought for 
$75,000 and was last sold in 2010 for 
$3.85m, is within a half-acre gated 
compound. The 2,624 sq ft house also 
has three bathrooms, an orchard and 
a kidney-shaped swimming pool. It

B eing a global rock 
star with a string of 
hit singles and 
albums under your belt 
would, you'd hope, help 
make life a little easier.

veryone knows the

GRAND DESIGN 

An unusual converted water tower 
featured in the Channel 4 property 
programme Grand Designs was 
initially described by presenter Kevin 
McCloud as a 'brute of a building' 
during the programme, which first 
broadcast in 2006. 

Happily, he changed his mind and 
went on to say the conversion was one 
of his three favourite projects on the 
show. During the early noughties the 
couple who converted the tower, 
Bruno and Denise Del Tufo, initially 
bought a Victorian Cottage in the Kent 
village of Rolvenden, which happened 
to have a water storage tank at the end 
of the garden.

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Water wonderful world 


A pond adds another 
dimension to your 
garden... but get the 
balance of plants right 

E ver since Charlie 
Dimmock 

performed her magic 
on the nation's 
gardens, ordinary 
people like you and 
me have succumbed 
to the temptation 

of a water feature. 

Its attributes are obvious - beautiful, 
natural, reflective, gentle sounds, a 
hint of nature and a haven for wildlife. 

However, unless they are done well, 
water features and especially ponds 
can become a mess. Understanding 
what you want to achieve and making 
the right decisions for your project is 
very important. 

I've learnt this to my cost. For the 
past five years I've had an unfinished 
project - three ponds, meant to be 
linked together with waterfalls, two of 
which leak. It's my promise to myself 
this spring to get them in order. 

I made a bad choice by being 
convinced to go with a polypropylene 
construct which is very difficult to 
weld together and it's proving almost 
impossible to find where the leaks are 
springing from. 

I'm going to remedy this by using 
black butyl liner, which in my 
experience is the best way to go. 

After sound construction, a good 
combination of planting is key for a 
healthy pond. 

Oxygenators are necessary to keep 
the water clean as they suck the 
nutrients from the water which 
otherwise encourages a blanket of 
green algae. 

Hornwort and the water buttercup 
are a good choice here, but avoid 
Elodea - Canadian pondweed - as this 
is extremely invasive. Floaters are just 
placed on the surface of the water and 
provide some additional surface cover 
and food for fish. 

Duckweed (Lemna) and Fairy Moss 





Ponds can be a wonderful 
little oasis in any garden but 
make sure children are safe 



for maintaining 
I ■ W a healthy pond 

■ IN winter, make sure ice doesn't completely 
cover a pond as this will trap gas. 

■ REMOVE fallen leaves in winter or place a fine 
net over the water to stop them falling in. 

■ KEEP a healthy balance of plants - in spring, 
lift out overcrowded plants. 

■ YOU have to weed it like any other part of the 
garden - it will become submerged in green 
algae and weeds if left untended. 



(Azolla) tend to take over very quickly 
and carpet the pool. 

Choose instead native plants, such 
as frog bit (Hydrocharis), which has 
pretty white flowers in summer, and 
water soldiers (Stratiotes) with spiky 
foliage. 

Don't worry that these plants 
disappear in winter - they sink to the 
bottom of the pond to overwinter and 
will re-emerge. 

Waterlilies or nymphaeas are the 
most desirable of aquatic plants. Their 
large and fragrant blooms are second 
to none and their leaves provide 
superb cover for fish. 

They will only flourish in still water 
so don't consider them if you have 
moving water, such as waterfalls, 
fountains or pumps. Plant in their 
baskets in a sunny spot in May or lune 


and lift and re-pot after four years. 
Dwarf varieties are perfect for mini 
ponds or half barrels as these can be 
grown in shallow waters. 

If your lily pond has become 
overgrown and the plants are 
congested, you will need to lift and 
divide them as you would perennial 
plants. 

Choose hardy varieties as the 
tropical varieties won't survive our 
winters. Marginals naturally grow in 
the shallow edges of ponds so these 
are appropriate if you have a pond 
which slopes gradually or the pond 
has a shelf at the side which is around 
half a foot deep or so. 

While they aren't necessary for 
healthy pond life, they play a role in 
softening the edges of a pond, creating 
a naturalistic effect. 


There are plenty of suitable plants, 
such as yellow iris (Iris pseudacorus), 
the flowering rush (Butomus 
umbellatus) and pontderia, the 
pickerel weed, which has cylindrical 
spikes of blue flowers. 

For drama you can't beat the white 
arum lily, Zantedeschia. 

Finally, a note of caution. Any 
amount of water in a garden that 
children have access to can be 
dangerous, so think very carefully 
before you introduce it. 

It may well be that it has to be 
fenced off for a couple of years or that 
it simply isn't appropriate. And while 
your own children may be well- 
educated about the hazards, a visiting 
child might not be - and it only takes a 
couple of minutes for something 
terrible to happen. 




Are you ready for the Chelsea chop? 


■ THE Chelsea Flower Show is 
around the corner and in the 
garden this serves as a reminder 
to do the Chelsea chop - cutting 
back perennials in their stride to 
make them bushier and less likely 
to flop over. This reduces the need 
for staking and can produce more 
flowers. Plants that will benefit 
from this include heleniums, 
sedums, rudbeckia, phlox and 
solidago. You can also choose to 
chop some plants and leave some 
alone so you will have different 
flowering times and heights in the 
same border. 


JOBS FOR THE WEEK 


■ APHIDS and greenflies are busy 
reproducing... check plants, 
especially roses, for any 
infestations and remove by hand. 
You can also use organic pest 
sprays. 

■ PLANTS grown in containers will 
need TLC - scrape off old compost 
and replace with fresh. Keep 
well-watered and fed fortnightly. 

■ IN the veg garden, lucky 
asparagus and rhubarb growers 
will be harvesting the fruits of 


I their labour. Harvest asparagus 
spears before they get too tall. 

I Harden off outdoor tomatoes and 
courgettes for planting 
out next month. 

■ PAEONIES and other 
tall perennials are 
shooting up so put in 
supports to help show 
off their blooms and 
prevent them bending 
over or snapping. 

■ MAKE a simple homemade 
fungicide by adding baking powder 
to water and spray on roses to 
prevent mildew and black spot.

ention a new car is 
87mm wider and has 
a wheelbase now up 
to 95mm but overall 
is 2mm shorter than 
the old model yet there’s bags of 
more room inside will leave most 
punters confused and perhaps 
unable to comprehend what’s 
going on. 

The answer is to sit inside the 
all-new SEAT Ibiza supermini 
and the penny will then drop 
although motorists here will 
have to wait until July to find 
out for themselves because that’s 
when this fifth generation 
version arrives in dealer 
showrooms. 

But impressed most people 
will be because this new 
five-door Ibiza (the three-door 
and ST estate versions have been 
dropped) is the roomiest in the 
supermini class and along with 
its really quite stylish looks and 
vastly improved interior 
furnishings and fittings sets new 
levels for a car in this class. 

Much of the extra space is due 
to the car’s new platform - it’s 
called the MQB AO and SEAT are 
the first to use it in the 
Volkswagen Group - and with a 
body that 30 per cent stronger, 
which the engineers call 
’torsional stiffness,’ this latest 
Ibiza has a far more solid feel 
about it too out on the road. 

SEAT are lucky in being part 


of VAG because they can let their 
parent group do all the 
engineering and technical 
homework on engines, chassis 
and the like and then cream off 
what they want allowing their 
own designers to come up with 
attractive looks and smarter 
interior layouts for their own 
branded cars. 

Simple solution of course and 
one that has paid big dividends 
for the Spanish car maker, 
original regarded as a lame duck 
when VW took them over back in 
1986, because SEAT had their 
best ever sales last year 
including the UK where they 
overtook both Spain and 
Germany as the biggest selling 
country for their cars. 

Last SEAT sold over 20,000 
Ibiza cars here and that figure 
will certainly be overtaken this 
year with this all round 
impressive new model even 
though it will compete against 
the top selling Ford Fiesta with 
its new model arriving here later 
this summer. 

To start with the new Ibiza 
stands out from the crow a bit 
with its striking bolder and 
stronger bodylines, sits better 
with its lower looks and has 
rather natty styled triangular 
front lights, all making the car 
shall we say more grown up. 

It’s certainly a totally different 
kind of supermini compared to 
the first edition Ibiza I drove 
down in Marbella back on the 
original press launch back in 


1984 designed by the famous 
Italian Giorgio Giugiaro when it 
was regarded then as advant 
garde. 

Naturally times (and tastes) 
have moved on but this latest 
Ibiza incarnation is really 
impressive not only because of 
the vastly improved interior 
space and trim levels but the 
way the car actually drives, 
which of course is a crucial 
factor for any motorists. 

Again relying on VW power 
trains this Ibiza has the in-house 
three-cylinder 1.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine with 
a choice of 74, 94 or 114bhp 
outputs plus a one-off new 
1.5-litre petrol engine offering 
148bhp in the go-faster FR model 
which will naturally appeal to 
the younger driving brigade, 
particularly as there are no 


plans for a sports Cupra edition. 

Most have a five-speed manual 
gearbox, although the quicker 
versions do have a six-speed 
manual box, while the trim 
levels remain much in the 
current SEAT model ranges, 
starting with the S, then SE, 
then the SE Technology with a 
choice of 74 or 94bhp (the latter 
one expected to be the biggest 
seller here) followed by the more 
sporty FR trio and a pair of the 
top spec XCELLENCE models. 

The two key plus factors with 
this new Ibiza, apart from it 
quite stylish looks and more 
interior space, are the 
performance of the VW engines 
on offer and with that new 
chassis the quality and 
refinement of the drive and ride 
are far better this time around. 

SEAT bosses here expect the 


SE Technology model with the 
1.0-litre 94bhp engine under the 
bonnet coming in at £15,255 
on-the-road and it’s easy to see 
why because it has the ideal for 
most drivers in terms of 
performance and satisfaction. 

This one clocks in too with an 
acceleration of 0 to 62mph of 10.9 
seconds, combined fuel 
consumption of 60.1mpg, C02 of 
106k/km, sits in VED Band E, 
insurance group HE and with a 
BiK of 20%.. 

It’s also exceptionally well 
equipped sitting on 15-inch alloy 
wheels, LED daytime running 
lights, leather steering wheel, 
split fold rear seat (boot space is 
up to 355 litres on this new 
model), a five-inch colour touch 
infotainment screen, steering 
wheel mounted controls and 
much more. 

For a driver looking for a 
cheaper option then the 
entry-level one-litre 74bhp S at 
£13,130 is a decent enough buy 
because it too has Bluetooth, air 
conditioning, auto headlights, 
anti-lock brakes, hill hold 
control plus stability control and 
multi-collision braking system 
and more, all of which are also 
included in all the SE versions. 

Naturally the 94bhp engine 
has the edge on the 74bhp engine 
in terms of a little extra 
performance but both are 
extremely quiet and refined out 
on the road making them both 
lively an responsive when 
needed and relaxing too. 


Both the five-speed and 
six-speed manual gearboxes are 
typically efficient VW too with 
such nice, crisp movement up 
and down and again a real joy to 
drive even in heavy, stop/start 
traffic when lots of gear changes 
are needed. 

Obviously the sporty new 
1.5-litre 148bhp will appeal more 
to the enthusiastic driver and 
again with the six-speed gear 
change gives a decent enough 
stronger performance, including 
competence when driven hard 
round twisty, country up and 
down roads as encountered on 
the media launch driving routes. 

Again the FR (also available 
with the one-litre 94bhp and 
114bhp engines and a DSG auto 
box) sits on better gripping 
17-inch allow wheels, sports 
suspension plus steering wheel 
mounted gearshift paddles and 
has a few more extras as 
standard inside with an 
eight-inch touch screen media 
system. 

Top of the range is the 
XCELLENC with the 94bhp 
output one-litre engine and 
comes in at £17,310. 

This Ibiza not only looks a 
little more classy but with that 
new chassis and those excellent 
performing VW one-litre 
engines it drives and behaves 
much better out on the road - 
it’s come a long way from Mr 
Giugiaro’s original 30 odd years 
back.
